S. STEEL VOTES 
$10,000,000 TO GIVE 
MORE MEN JOBS 


New York, Oct. 11.—[Special.]—The 
United States Steel corporation today 
led the way in an endeavor to allevi- 
ate the unemployment situation by 
voting the expenditure of $10,000,000 in 
the extension of manufacturing plants 
where the services of its own employés 
now idle can be utilized, and where 
costs will be fair. , 

The action was taken at the meet- 
ing of the finance committee of the 
corporation, which includes among its 
members Elbert H. Gary, chairman of 
the board; George F. Baker of the 
First National bank, James A. Farrell, 
president of the Steel corporation; R. 
V. Lindabury, J. P. Morgan, and Per- 
cival Roberts Jr. Mr. Morgan is 
abroad. 

In 1920, the total of capital expendi- 
tures for manufacturing properties 
was $37,677,329. During this year, 
however, an endeavor has been made to 
scale down expenses. 

In 1920, the Steel corporation had 
about 270,000 men on. the pay roll, 
which, for that year, amounted to 
$581,556,925. It is believed that the.

Alexander believes that Jugo-Slavia 
is heading toward a republic, and he 
fears attacks from the proletariat and 
supporters of a rival dynasty: Besides 
he is madly in love with a Paris beauty. 


SUCCEEDED HIS FATHER. 

King Alexander was proclaimed ruler 
of Jugo-Slavia after the death of his 
aged father, King Peter of Serbia, last 
August. He is the second son of the 
late king and became heir apparent in 
1909, when his brother George, the 
crown prince, having killed a servant, 
renounced his rights to the throne. 
_ After the organization of the Jugo- 
Slav empire, comprising Serbia, Monte- 
negro, Slavonia, Bosnia, Herzegovina, 
Dalmatia, and Croatia, King Peter of 
Serbia was named as ruler, and he 
promptly made Alexander prince re- 
gent. | 

Political turmoil soon spread through- 
out the empire, but the prince regent 
weathered four cabinet crises and pre- 
vented war with Italy over Fiume by 
signing the treaty of Rapallo. 

Escapes Assassin’s Bomb. 

On June 29, 1921, an attempt was 
made to assassinate him. One person 
was killed and six were wounded. Sev- 
eral other attempts had been made to 
kill the regent, and on the following 
day he left for Paris, where he has 
since remained. More than 14,000 per- 
sons were arrested in various parts of 
Jugo-Slavia as members of the organi-. 


The bomb thrower was captured and 
told the police he was a Hungarian 
communist who desired to avenge the 
assassination of Archduke Ferdinand 
of Austria-Hungary at Sarajevo June 
28, 1914. This assassination was the 
primary cause of the world war. 

Born in 1888, frail as a youth and 
giving scant promise of a great career, 
Alexander soon became a notable fig- 
ure in the world war. He was wounded 
early in the fighting in 1914 around 
Belgrade, his capital. After the de- 
feat of the Serbians he established his 
Later he barely 
escaped capture by the Austrians. 

Although his army was desperately 
pressed and decimated by hunger and 
disease, Alexander repeatedly refused 
to make a separate peace with Ger- 
many and Austria.

OBLIGING A MONOPOLY BY 
TEARING UP A TREATY. 


The senate has passed the Borah bill to exempt 
American coastwise shipping from the Panama 
canal tolls. If the house follows the senate’s lead- 
ership congress will vote what is a subsidy of 
about 75 cents a ton to Atlantic and Pacific ship- 
pers and transportation companies. 

We can understand why seaboard senators voted 
for this bill. The reasons can be stated by nem- 
ing the Morgan interests, the United Fruit com- 
pany, the Pacific Steamship company, etc. What 
we cannot understand is how the midwestern sen- 
ators fell asleep. 

The American coastwise shipping is a monopoly. 
No foreign owned vessels can compete with Amer- 
icans in this carrying trade. Cargoes from one 
American port to another must be carried in Amer- 


The tolls exemption bill does not build up a 
mercantile marine for the United States. If that 
were the intent a subsidy would be granted the 
American carriers in foreign trade where they 
meet’ competition, or try to. The subsidy is given 
where no foreign competition is encountered. 

The Atlantic and Pacific coast senators, if they 
think they can avoid the national bad faith in 
breaking a treaty, might consistently have been 
for a bill which would advance the interests of their 
sections. The coastwise shipping is now in a 
healthy condition. It has flourished with its mo- 
nopoly. With a subsidy it can make attractive 
rates to Atlantic and Pacific producers and ship- 
pers. 

They are in competition with midwestern pro-| 
ducers and shippers and *the subsidy is granted 
against the interests and to the injury of the mid- 
west. It is made possible by general taxation to 
which the injured midwest producer contributes 
his part. 

That makes the sleeping sickness of a number 
of senators from this section of the country inex- 
plicable. Capper and Curtis of Kansas, Lenroot

When an analysis is made of the division of 
profits of this subsidy to the interests of the sea- 
board from the pockets of the midwest sh#ppers 
there may be some amazement in this part of the 
coyntry. 

The tolls exemption is unjust as a domestic 
measure. It is dangerous as an internaténal one. 
The best that can be said for it is that possibly 
under the most favorable interpretation it does not 
break the treaty faith of the United States. The 
persons who undertake to say that it does not 
will need a great deal of casuistry. 

It is not a time when Americans can afford 
to take their treaty obligations lightly. It is a 
discouraging notice to serve upon the foreign dele- 
gations about to meet with the United States rep- 
resentatives in Washington to make agreements to 
keep the peace. 

This act of the senate makes enemies for the 
United States. It injures part of the country and 
may injure all of it. It may provoke retaliation 
which will add further injury to the midwest pro- 
ducer who has been sending goods and grain 
by the Welland canal. It is a bad thing for the 
two seaboards to ask it. It is a senseless thing 
for the midwest to give. 


| A compromise program on the new federal] tax 
bill is reported to have been arranged among the 
Republican members of the senate finance com- 
mittee which has been considering the measure 
for several weeks. The chief point of the compro- 
mise is provision for a maximum surtax of 560 
per cent instead of the present tax of 66 per cent 
and the house bill maximum of 32 per cent.

IN DARKEST RUSSIA. 


Characteristic as it is of radical] demagogy, the 
charge made by the all-Russian central committee 
that Russian industry has been victimized by en- 
gineers in the pay of capitalist governments seems 
about the limit of bolshevik buncombe. _ 

That an expert called by the soviet government 
to aid in the rehabilitation of a Russian industry 
and presumably compensated fairly for this service 
should be silly enough to stultify his own reputa- 
tion, break, faith with his employers and run the 
risk of almost certain discovery and drastic pun- 
ishment by indulging in sabotage is not accept- 
able to any sane mind. We do not think the soviet 
government is so gullible as to choose idiots or 
fanatics to serve them, and only an idiot or fanatic 


tion of carrying out a foredoomed conspiracy of 
industrial wrecking. To say nothing of the ques- 


would lie wholly in the competent performance of 
his task, from which he would gain more, if suc- 
cessful, than he could expect from a dishonest be- 
trayal of his employers. 

Common sense, of course, disposes of the charge 
of the central committee, but that it should be 
made throws a bright light on the bolshevik mind 
and morale. We have no idea the committee took 
any stock in its charge. But doubtless the experts 
were unable to get results from their efforts under 


communism and proletarian dictatorship. Failures 
had to be excused and explained, and the com- 
mittee had so little respect for the intelligence of 
their followers and so great reliance upon the lat- 
ter’s capacity for believing wild yarns about any- 
thing labeled capitalistic that this charge of sabo- 
tage was put forth. 

This and similar evidence of the present mental 
condition of Russia discourages ‘hope of any early 
restoration to sanity or the establishment of an en- 
durable popular government. Democracy, as Wwe 
know it, or any other conceivable form of popular 
government, depends upon a reasonably sane pop- 
ular opinion. But the glimpses we get of Russian 
conditions reveal only a nightmare of demagogic 
jargon, perverted notions of the outside world and 
a conception of realities which can hardly be 
matched outside of a madhouse. Russia cannot 
rise to a level of social competence and civilized 
order until it escapes from the control of men ¢rho 
have so peryerted her thought. Bolshevik fanati- 
cism has created a dark jungle of unreason and 
Russia cannot progress into modern civilization 
until it gets the leadership of sane and disinter- 
ested men. The American republic was formed 
and founded by such men. It should not be im- 
possible for Russia to find some among her peo- 
ple who can thus serve her. But the prospect now 
is dark. 


DUBIOUS BENEFICE. 


A bequest of $16,000 has recently been left to 
the Chicago orchestfa upon the condition, it is 
reported, that no German born studgnt shall benefit 
thereby. 
It may be this money can be so segregated as to 
meet the condition, but the orchestral assoctation 
might consider whether it is wise to accept any 
gift on such acondition. If the testator had offered 
her bequest on condition that it should be applied 
solely to the aid of an American born student there 
would have been no reason for protest. An affirm, 
ative intention to encourage our own young people 
to excel in music is legitimate and laudable. But 
evidently this was not the thought of the testator. 
A Polish born, Russian born, Italjan born, French 
or British born student may be benefited. Only a 
student born in Germany is to be shut out. 

Without presuming to advise the directors in 
such matter or to dogmatize, we think many friends 


whose membership has always numbered many 
German born, may feel that the acceptance of a 
gift conditioned against the German born would 
be in effect to approve a false standard and an 
unjustifiable affront. 

The orchestral association has shown no sign of 
permitting extranéous issues to invade the high 
domain of art over which it presides. German 
music was played throughout the war. German 
born members who were not enemy aliens but 
American citizens were not discriminated against. 
There has been, in short, an tntelligence and spirit 
in the policy of the association of which the coun- 
try is proud and has. good right to be proud. 
This policy being what it is and its influence 
benignant and widespread in the artistic world 


give eountenance to or to profit by a gift influenced 
by considerations which the association has rightly 
repudiated even under the pressure of war morale? 
The Chicago orchestra has been honorably supe- 
rior to such considerations, deeming them Irrele- 
vant to its fine service. Now that peace has come 
and there is sore need for us all to breathe a purer 
air, would it not bea pity even to seem to acquiesce 
in a test hitherto refused? The influence of the 
association’s policy has been all for good in this 
respect, as in others, and that influence is needed

BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
Toasted English Muffins. 


It would be easy to string out a 
column on what different writers have 
said about making toast and about the 
toasting of English muffins. One might 
go to Dickens and collect a small 
booklet on the subject of toast, indi- 
cating its enormouS popularity in Eng- 
land, 

Some of the bakers in selling Eng- 
lish muffins give out printed direc- 
tions telling how to toast them. Some 
of the recipes direct the toasting of 
the muffins as soon as they have been 
baked on the gridde. Miss Parloa di- 
rects the placing of the shaped dough 
on a warm gridle, allowing to rise 
twenty minues, then cooking it fif- 
teen minutes in all, after which, she 
says, tear apart and serve. 

The point is that the muffin, like the 


‘crumpet, the waffle, and the griddle 


cake, must be served hot, though 
primitive peoples eat bread cakes, as 
tough as sole leather sometimes, cold. 
Mrs. Beeton’s directions are interest- 
ing, and refer to an elementary fact. 
She says: “To toast them, divide the 
edge of the muffin all around, by pull- 
ing it open to the depth of about one 
inch with the fingers. Put it on a 
toasting fork, and hold it before a 
clear fire until one side is _ nicely 
browned, but not burnt; turn and toast 
it on the other. Do not toast them too 
quickly, otherwise the middle of the 
muffin will not be warmed through. 
“When done divide them by pulling 
them open; butter them slightly on 
both sides, put them together again 
and cut them into halves. Pile them 
on a hot dish and send them very 


quickly to .table.”
